PPK Kecruiting and Training 

9, The KC PPit recruits new party members on tho basis of two distinct 
seta of standards* 

(a) Candidates for municipal or state positions are required to fulfill 
conscientiously and meticulously their roles of small cogs in a 
largo machine. They are, according to the KC PPit, "expected to 
build, slowly and patiently, the foundations of our system* Thoy 
must forget their own personalities and feeling©. " 

(b) forty employees must 

(1) bo able and willing to impose thoir will on the masses 
without regard to moral or legal cons iuorat ions, 

(2) fully understand party objectives, 

(3) bo ablo to argue convincingly, 

(1^) have confidence in tfht leadership and tho ultimate victory 
of Communism throughout the »orld . 

1U. KC rrti instructions regarding tho acceptance of new members recommend 
tho following : 

(a) foruination of mass recruitment except in special cages in terri- 
tories ./here the i J arty’ s influence is notv/ell established. In 
ouch instances prior consent mist be obtained from tho JLocal FHi 
Committee. 

(b) Dismissal of unsuitable members . 

(c) Acceptance by field offices of only those volunteers mho can 
produce tv/o references. 'This practice will assure tho acquisi- 
tion of genuine followers who are uttractod solely ly i>arty 
alia and activities. 

(d) Introduction of a six .months pro bat ionary period for party 
inductees. 

11* Tho rTu requires of its members an ulmost religious devotion to i>arty 
doctrines and objectives. An official PPii p .blication states j "Tho 
forty program, particularly its economic yhaso, should be a iJible for 
iVii mombors, inciting thorn 1o greater effort," 

12. The KC M'h considers Ideological training of members highly important 
and requires all. members to subscribe to one of the two Party weeklies: 
Trybuna >,olnos ci {forma of freedom) and Chlopslcio Drogi (Peasant Uoadu}. 
further regulation of reading matter is offectod through party call 
organization. Tach call has a w soli'-educational" unit composed of 10 
monbors who control tho cell members* olioice of reading material, Tho 
study of Poland 1 s history and economic system is emphasized as is the 
application of Marxist thoorios to current and future Polish problems. 
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Through the ir.odiur. of its educational facilities, each large party organi- 
sation is cctpoofcod* to train one canablo political agent out of ovary hundred 
members oiillsted* The &«ent, upon completion of hie schooling, must bo an 
able adrainistrutor and be qualified to leeturo on political and economic 
subjects before lar.je public gatherings. 


2li» bach smaller Party unit is expected to produce, by similar methods, one 
agent out of every ton trainees. This agent should be qualified for lower 
echelon work ouch as reading and commenting on prose article 3 before small 
political groupB, handling local correspondence, etc*

Special courses whose graduates are expected to replace reactionary elements 
in various offices and institutions*

no immediate improverrorits# Under favorable circumstances, tho reaction-* 
aricB* ‘chances might inoroaao.

for a new banner, a new leader who will direct them In continued opposi- 
tion to our party, Although these lnoorrigihlo reactionaries have left 
the kdl#, they have not altered their untagoriidir. toward uo; they have 
merely shifted to u inore strategically Convenient position. 

(c) “The January elections forced tho Imperialistic Anglo-*£ax<m powers to 

revi3o their tactics with regard to democratic Poland# Thoir decision 
mo signalised by the recall from organ al 1 the /British and US wtibaB&Or-'- 
fcp* The new policy is more cautious than the former one 

of blatantly supporting reactionary olomorita in Poland, Having boon 
disappointed with Kikolajcayte, they will now support certain catholic 
groups end exert pressure on the more flexible elements within the 
democratic bloo#“ . 
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
